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Play-Writing Contest for 
High Schools 


David Belasco, dean of American 
dramatists and producers; Rachel 
Crothers, the distinguished  play- 
wright, and Dr. Charles J. Hatfield, 
president of the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association, have consented to act 
as judges in the play-writing contest 
for high schools which starts this 
month under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association. The 
purpose of the contest is to use the 
normal dramatic instincts and talents 
of high school pupils to demonstrate a 
lesson in individual or community 
health. 

Eight prizes will be given by the 
National Association for the best one- 
act plays expressing some phase of 
health or hygiene. These prizes will 
be paid to the schools offering the best 
plays. The first prize will be $100; 
the second, $50, and the third, $25. 
There will also be five awards of hon- 
orable mention, each carrying a prize 
of $19. The plays winning the first 
three prizes will be published by the 
National Association. 

Public high schools and private and 
parochial schools of the same grade 
are elizible to take part in the contest. 
The National Association has pre- 
pared a pamphlet entitled “A Play- 
Writing Contest for High Schools,” 
which contains suggestions on how to 
write a play, plots which may be used, 
and other material that will be found 
helpfu! in developing the project. 

Not only is the play to be written 
by high school students, but is also to 
be produced by them. This gives an 
opportunity for the manual training 
and art departments to cooperate in 
designing and making scenery and cos- 
tumes for the play and in making 
Posters for advertising the production. 

e physical training and music de- 
partments will be interested in con- 
tributing incidental dances or musical 


numbers. The commercial depart- 
ment may make its contribution by 
typing the play manuscripts. The 
English department will be respon- 
sible for the actual writing of the 
play, while the physics, civics and his- 
tory departments may very well con- 
tribute to the subject matter of the 
play. 

The contest will close March 1, 
1925. The production of the first 
prize play at the next annual meeting 
of the National Association is prom- 
ised. 

High school principals and teachers 
interested in this contest may obtain

N.T.A. Inaugurates Winter 
Outdoor Sleeping Campaign 


In order to bring to the attention of 
the American people the’ benefits of 
outdoor sleeping, the National Asso- 
ciation has inaugurated an outdoor 
sleeping campaign to be held in No- 
vember. While the campaign is for 
rich’ and poor alike, it must of neces- 
sity be aimed at the well-to-do, for it 
is the latter who can best afford to 
sleep outdoors comfortably in cold 
weather. 

The campaign will require no com- 
plicated organization such as the seal 
sale and will not, therefore, interfere 
with the preparatory work for the 
Christmas rush. But it will offer 
splendid returns in the way of public- 
ity for the seal sale, as it will bring 
the name of the tuberculosis associa- 
tions and at least one phase of their 
work before the members of every 
community in which the campaign is 


held. 


Department stores and other shops 
will be glad to co-operate in the out- 
door sleeping campaign, because it will 
stimulate the sale of merchandise, 
such as electric heaters, pads, blankets 
and warm underclothing. Schools, 
churches, and prominent citizens may 
also be enlisted for support. 

The American people are the great- 
est sport-lovers in the world. Among 
them also are the greatest athletes in 
the world. At the same time, the 
great mass of people lead sedentary, 
shut in lives. They inhale fresh air 
only when they open their windows 
at night (and in the winter often neg- 
lect to do even this), and when they 
walk from their homes to the near- 
est trolley. 

Why should not the United States 
become a nation of outdoor sleepers? 
The lungs that inhale outdoor air for 
eight hours out of twenty-four are not 
a fertile field for the tubercule bacil- 
lus. 


Halt the Migratory Con- 
sumptive 


“Passing on” is not to die; at least 
not to die, or cause others to die, at 
once. It is the practice of sending 
poor consumptives and other sick in- 
digents to some place where they 
should not go. The California, Colo- 
rado and other Tuberculosis Associa- 
tions beseech you and your public 
poor law officials to “use discretion.” 
The fact that your association does 
not violate the proper rules of trans- 
portation is not enough. Our contin- 
ued missionary help is needed to stop 
this migration. ~ 

Why not have your association an- 
nually sign the National Transporta- 
tion Agreement and in other ways 
give publicity to these beneficent 
rules on the transportation of indi- 
gent persons from your county and 
state.

Some of the larger tuberculosis as- 
sociations in the east assume that the 
migratory troubles from indigent 
consumptives improperly aided are at 
an end. This is still far from true. 
The accompanying map prepared by 
Miss Anette M. Phelan, Secretary 
of the Woodbury County Tuberculo- 
sis Association at Sioux City, Iowa, 
shows the unhappy way in which 
these tuberculosis patients are still 
meandering through the west.

Diagnosed both at Rochester, 
Minn., and Seattle, Wash., as an ac- 
tive and open case of tuberculosis, the 
patient continued to travel. He per- 
suaded the Spokane Sanatorium au- 
thorities to discharge him to friends. 
Due to the careless habits of which 
he was convicted, he was considered 
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by the clinicians and public health 
nurses as an unsafe person to be at 
large. In one city he pefsuaded the 
overseer of the poor to provide him 
with a ticket and $2.00 to take him 
to the next city. Typical of the tu- 


berculous hobo he calls ‘loudly for 


your sympathetic and helpful under- 
standing. 

Those who have not seen the spe- 
cial study on migratory consumptives, 
which is still very timely, may pro- 
cure it from the U. S. Public Health 
Service by writing for Reprint No. 
824 From the Public Health Reports 
entitled ““A Report on the Indigent 
Migratory Consumptive in Certain 
Cities of the Southwest.” This study 
was made by the National Tubercu- 
losis Association. The migratory evil 
is decreasing in the Southwest but 
while thousands of maps like the one 
above are possible it is not decreasing 
with sufficient rapidity. 


“The Financing of Social 


Agencies”* - 


A helpful and suggestive book for 
tuberculosis workers is “The Financ- 
ing of Social Agencies” recently pub- 
lished by the Chicago Council of So- 
cial Agencies, Chicago, Ill. The book 
is the result of a study that has been 
carried on by the Council of Social 
Agencies for the last two years under 
the direction of Mr. Wilfred S. Rey- 
nolds. A study of the book by social 
workers anywhere will be profitable.

The report shows how over 200 iif. 
ferent social agencies in Chicago are 
financed, the sources of income, the 
cost of raising money and the methods 
used, the number of contributors and 
the relative proportion of contribu‘ors 
of different amounts, and the relation 
between contribution and service 1en- 
dered. The following table with 
regard to the number of contribu‘ors 
and their contributions to 124 social 
agencies is suggestive of the kind of 
data contained in the report: 


Total number of contributions of $2.09 or 
more, 122,151. 

(Some contributors contribute to several 
agencies. ) 

Total number of different contributors, 
104,925. 

Average size of each individual contribu- 
tion, $32.87. 

Largest number of contributors to one 
agency, 36,156.

Number of contributors giving to one 
agency only, 91,469, or 87% of the 
total. 

95 per cent of the contributors giving less 
than $100 each gave 22 per cent of 
the total. 

3.2 per cent of contributors giving from 
$100 to $500 each gave 19 per cent of 
the total. 

1,107 contributors, or 1 per cent, giving 
$500 or more each gave 58% of the 
total contributions. 

564 contributors, or 14 of 1 per cent, giv- 
ing $1,000 or more each gave 49 per 
cent of the total contributions. 

83 contributors, or less than 1/12 of 1 per 
cent, giving $5,000 or more each gave 
25% of the total contributions.

1,077 Winners in National Tournament 


One thousand and seventy-seven 
schools from nineteen states winning 
honors in the National Tournament 
in Health Knighthood, which closed 
in June, is a far cry from the hundred 
and eleven pioneers who first led 
Modern Health Crusaders into the 
tournament lists in 1919. Competi- 
tion is as potent a force in working 
for health honors as it is in other 
class-room activities. 

The tournaments were first started 
by the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion in 1919 to encourage teamwork 
among Crusaders. Contestants in 
these tournaments are not individual 
Crusaders, but classes in which every 
pupil has enlisted as a Crusader. A 
pennant is awarded by the National 
Association to every class in which 
seventy-five per cent, or more of the 
health chores have been performed by 
each pupil for twelve consecutive 
weeks. If only one pupil falls below 
this standard, the whole class loses its 
chance to win a pennant. In this way 
the individual pupil’s responsibility for 
the success of his class as a whole, is 
developed. 

Two tournaments have been held 
in each school year by the National 
Association. Any twelve consecutive 
weeks may be selected by the teacher 
in each tournament period, over which 
to submit the standing of her pupils 
in the Crusade. The first tournament 
period covers practically the first se- 
mester, from September to January. 
The second tournament period coin- 
cides with the second semester, begin- 
ning in January and ending in June. 
_ he length of the tournaments dur- 
iny the first four years was fifteen 
weeks. When the Crusade course was 
grided over a four-year period in 
1922, and the minimum requirement 
for one year’s work in the Crusade 
was made twelve weeks, it seemed ad- 
visable to make the tournament _pe- 
riod the same length of time. The 


following table indicates the growth 
of the tournaments since their be- 
ginning in 1919.

M: ual will be presented to Crusade 
workers and teachers this year in a 


new form. It has been divided into 
five pamphlets bearing the titles, In- 
troductory Course, General Course, 
Advanced Course, Nutrition Course 
and Supplementary Devices. 


The material contained in the pam- 
phlets has been prepared by the Cru- 
sade and publicity departments of the 
National Association in cooperation 
with the Advisory Committee on the 
Crusade of the state tuberculosis secre- 
taries. 

The illustrations on pp. 70, 71 
and 72 are taken from the pamphlet. 

The section on nutrition, to be 
known as the Nutrition Course, will 
be ready for distribution in the fall. 
It is being written by Dr. Charles 
Hendee Smith of New York. His 
pamphlet, “The Nutrition Class,” 
published by the American Child 
Health Association, is well known to 
nutrition workers. The other four 
pamphlets have already been printed. 


Florida, Iowa, Massachu- 
setts, Oklahoma and Wyo- 
ming Win Nine Silver Cups 


Iowa captures four of the nine sil- 
ver cups donated to the National Tu- 
berculosis Association as awards to 
states, counties and cities for high 
standing in Modern Health Crusade 
work. Florida comes next, winning 
two cups, and Massachusetts, Okla- 
toma and Wyoming each have one. 

These silver cup contests are en- 
tirely separate and apart from the na- 
tional tournaments. In the latter, the 
individual classes are the contestants ; 
in the silver cup contests, the civic 
units of state, county and city are the 
contestants. 

The first silver cup, known as the 
Chivalric Cup, was donated to the 
National Association in 1920 as a 
trophy for the state which had en- 
rolled the greatest number of Health 
Crusaders who had performed at 
least 54.0f the health chores for fifteen 
weeks during the school year, in pro- 
portion to school enrolment. Later 
the period was reduced to 12 weeks. 
Iowa won the cup in 1920. The fol- 
lowing year Idaho captured it. In 
1922 and 1923 Iowa again was the 
victor and became the permanent pos- 
cessor of this cup. To replace it, the 
president of the Iowa Tuberculosis 
Association, Dr. John Peck, donated 
another cup to the National Associa- 
tion which this year was won by 
Florida. 

The cup for cities of 100,000 popu- 
lation and over, was presented to the

National Association in 1921 and was 
won in that year by Washington, 


D. C. In 1922, Denver, Col., won 
it; in 1923, Richmond, Va., and this 
year it goes to Oklahoma City. The 
same requirements hold for this cup 
as for the Chivalric Cup. 

A year ago the National Associa- 
tion was presented with seven addi- 
tional silver cups, three of them state 
cups, and the other four, county and 
city cups. One of these, the Nutrition 
Cup, awarded to the state in which 


the greatest number of Crusaders have 
performed at least 54 of the nutrition 
chores each week for twelve weeks 
during the school year, in proportion 
to school enrolment, goes to Wyoming 
this year. Another one, the Knight 
Banneret Constant Cup, awarded to 
the state in which the greatest number 
of Crusaders have met the require- 
ments for four successive years, in pro- 
portion to school enrolment, has been 
won by Iowa. The Knights of the 
Round Table Cup goes to Florida, 
which has enrolled the greatest num- 
ber of these knights during the past 
schoo] year, in proportion to school 
enrolment. 

The county cups, all new this year, 
are distributed as follows: 

Cup for counties of from 7,000 to 
20,000: population, won by Jasper 
County, Iowa. 

Cup for counties of from 20,000 to 
50;000 population, won by Carroll 
County, Iowa. 

Cup for counties of from 50,000 to 
100,000 population, won by Potta- 
wattamie County, Iowa. 

Cup for counties of 100,000 popu- 
lation and over, won by Essex 
County, Massachusetts. 

All of these cups are awarded on 
the same basis as the Chivalric Cup. 


Club Men Don Old Togs to 
Paint Preventorium 


In order to assist in the work of 
constructing the Preventorium of 
Hampden County Public Health As- 
sociation of Massachusetts, some 
forty-odd members of the Exchange 
Club painted the building. As a re- 
sult of this cooperation the cost of 
painting the preventorium was re- 
duced by a considerable amount. 


More valuable than the actual 
paint and labor, however, was the 
publicity which the association secured 
through the assistance of prominent 
members of the community who en- 
tered into the “stunt.” 
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
